THE family of schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins who was 
stabbed to death on a bus 
have told of their heart- 

The 16-year-old of Lady- 
wood, was travelling to Lea- 
sowes High School, 
Halesowen, on a double 
decker when she was killed 
by a single stab wound to the 
chest last Thursday. 

Her parents Kathleen and 
Jason, brother Ryan and 
half-sister Joanne said 
words could not begin to 
describe their pain. 

“Our lives will never be 
the same again,” they said in 
a statement. “Our daughter 
was the most beautiful, 
intelligent and bright young 
lady.” 

A book of condolence has 
been opened at St Peter’s 
Church in Lapal, Hale¬ 
sowen. 

On Tuesday, police were 
granted authorisation to 
charge 22-year-old Phillip 
Simelane of Walsall with 
Christina’s murder. 

Clampdown 
on speeding 

A CLAMPDOWN on drivers 
flouting the speed limit on a 
main route between Stour¬ 
bridge and Kidderminster 
has been launched. 

Fears have been raised by 
residents about the speed of 
traffic on the A451. 

Data on speeds collected 
by the Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship showed at least seven 
out of 10 drivers were 
exceeding the 30mph limit 
and 15 per cent were travel¬ 
ling about 40.8mph. 

Now a mobile speed 
enforcement site is being set 
up on the road to try to get 
motorists to slow down. 


FREE CAR PARK HUAI 

LAUNCHED AI MARKET 


A MARKET boss in Brierley Hill is 
hoping to kick-start the town’s 
economy with a free parking trial. 

Shane Birch-Bastock, owner of Concord Market, 
has suspended the parking fee for customers which 
has been in place at the market car park for 10 years. 


He says the trial will allow 
shoppers to park in the 70- 
space car park behind the 
indoor market, which is off 
High Street. The car park 
was previously pay and 
display. 

He said: “Our car park is 
only a small one but if we 
don’t do something then 
who will? 

“Putting up car parking 
charges is not the answer. 
We need to try to make the 
town busier and bring more 
shoppers in.” 

Revenue 

Mr Birch-Bastock said he 
started charging for parking 
in about 2004 and charged 
people £1, but market cus¬ 
tomers could get the money 
refunded when they bought 
goods. 

He said: “We know there 
might be some revenue lost 
from this move but we're 
hoping this will be off-set by 
the increase in business. 

“It is for any shoppers to 
park there but if it gets 
abused we’ll just stop it. 
We’re thinking of people just 
coming for an hour or two 
while they do their shopping 
and then going again. If it’s 
ram-packed every day after 
two weeks, then we can’t 
continue. 

“But if every other car 
park in the town decided to 
do the same, how brilliant 
that would be. It would also 
take the pressure off mine.” 

Only weeks ago it was 
revealed that Brierley Hill 
had one of the worst-per¬ 
forming retail scenes of any 
small town in the country. 

A study showed that 29.6 
per cent of the town’s shops 
were empty and the revela¬ 
tion prompted calls from

residents for free parking 
and lower shop rents to help 
retailers struggling in the 
economic climate. 

Mr Birch-Bastock, who is 
also chairman of the Brier¬ 
ley Hill Traders’ Associa¬ 
tion, said his car park, which 
is between Venture Way and 
Mill Street, was the last in 
the town to start charging 
for parking and it was a deci¬ 
sion he made reluctantly. 

He said: “We felt we had to 
do it then because the free 
parking was being abused by 
traders and employees. 

The car park was full by 
9am every morning. 

“So we’ve made this trial 
of free parking for cus¬ 
tomers only and we haven’t 
decided how long to run it 
for yet. It’s to see how it 
goes. 

“We’re trying to find solu¬ 
tions to the parking prob¬ 
lems and increasing car 
parking charges is not the 
answer.” 

Traffic 

In February, Dudley 
Council rolled out a new 
parking scheme for the town 
centre. 

It was a bid to cut traffic 
and to provide quick parking 
for shoppers. 

Under the £100,000 test, 
four bays for hour-long 
unloading and parking were 
introduced in High Street. 

They are opposite the 
library. On the library side of 
the road, double yellow lines 
stop parking from 7am to 
7pm, Monday to Saturday.

PLAYERS and bosses at Stourbridge 
Cricket Club are delighted with the 
new facilities that have been created as 
part of a £42,000 revamp. 

The new changing rooms and 
shower facilities were officially opened 
by Dudley Mayor Councillor Melvyn 
Mottram at the weekend. 

The opening brings to a close an 
ambitious five-year development plan 
at the club. 

Other parts of the scheme have seen 
the building of a community practice 
facility and restoration of the club¬ 
house roof to its original 1920s look. 

The club has also expanded its junior 
section as part of the plan and installed 


renewable energy technologies. 

Mark Ashbourne, the club’s grants 
and sponsorship officer, said the club 
had turned round its fortunes with the 
new developments. 

“After all the work we have done, 
this really is the icing on the cake,” he 
said. 

Structural 

“If our players don’t do well when 
they’ve got changing rooms like they 
have now, they never will. 

“A few years ago we were close to 
being closed down because the club 
was in such bad shape. Now it just 
looks completely different. You would¬ 


n’t recognise it. We are really pleased.” 

The club secured more than £42,000 
from a number of organisations to 
undertake the project which included a 
lot of structural changes. 

Sport England’s Places People Play 
Inspired Facilities Fund, Cory Envi¬ 
ronmental Trust in Britain, Stour¬ 
bridge Area Committee and The 
Anthony and Gwendoline Wylde 
Memorial Charity all contributed to 
the cost. 

Councillor Mottram praised the 
work which had been done. 

“The work is fantastic - first class,” 
he said. “It’s something that was really 
needed.” 


Work on 
Tesco to 
close main 
town road 

A MAIN route through 
Stourbridge will be closed 
for about six weeks as work 
on a £30 million Tesco devel¬ 
opment enters the next 
stage. 

Crown Lane will close to 
traffic but a diversion will 
take drivers over Crown 
Square for the first time in 
more than 10 years. 

The closure will last for up 
to three weeks in April and 
July. 

Workers will be finishing 
off the steel frame and roof 
for the new Tesco from April 
8 and then laying down a 
new road from July 8. 

While the road is closed, 
the diversion will take 
motorists from Lower High 
Street, across Crown Square 
and down Market Street and 
Bell Street where they can 
then exit on to the ring road. 

Crown Lane will also be 
closed to pedestrians during 
the April closure. It will, 
however, be open during the 
July closure, which will run 
until July 26. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
portation, said: “We thank 
everyone for their patience 
and apologise for any incon¬ 
venience.” 

Margaret Scott, chairman 
of Stourbridge Township 
Council, said: “It will be 
interesting to see if any ben¬ 
efits are brought to the 
traders following the 
opening of the square to 
traffic. We will keep a close 
eye on it.” 

237 horses 
rounded up 

MORE than 230 stray 
horses have been taken off 
the streets of Dudley 
borough in less than a year. 

Council bosses say that a 
campaign to control stray 
horses on the streets has 
been a resounding success. 

A spokesman said illegal 
grazing on council land had 
been endemic in the Black 
Country. 

Between April 2011 and 
this January, of the 237 
horses removed, 171 were 
re-homed, 59 were waiting 
to be re-homed and seven 
were returned to owners.

TWO attractions are to be launched 
for youngsters at the Merry Hill 
shopping centre at Easter. 

The third phase of the shopping 
centre’s Quest entertainment devel¬ 
opment will feature a combat zone 
for foam darts game Nerf sponge 
blasters and the UK’s first Yu-Kids 
soft play area. 

The Quest operational manager 
at Merry Hill Mark Knox said they 


expected the two new attractions to 
be open for Good Friday, March 29. 

He said he would be taking on 
about a dozen new staff and once the 
new attractions were open he would 
be looking at doing more promo¬ 
tional activity 

He said a key aim was to increase 
the number of toddlers using facili¬ 
ties during the day 

Quest is owned by Paragon Enter¬ 


tainment and is its first owned and 
operated visitor attraction. 

The attractions division opened 
its operation at Merry Hill in 
November offering the largest 
indoor ropes course in the UK, a 
temporary outdoor ice rink, a Nerf 
blaster target range and shop and 
cafe. 

The second phase opened on Feb¬ 
ruary 16 and added Quest for 


Adventure, an under-sevens soft 
play and ropes course area a nine- 
hole minigolf course. 

More than 15,000 people visited 
Quest in its first month after it was 
officially opened to shoppers at the 
centre’s Christmas lights turn on in 
November. 

So far, 30 jobs have been created at 
the site, which will have cost £1.2m 
once completed. 


Firm defends jobs axe 
despite rising profits 


A MAJOR energy supplier has 
defended its decision to close 
offices in Kingswinford, putting 
jobs at risk, following the 
announcement its profits 
increased 25 per cent last year. 

Npower is to close its IT contact 
centre in Kingswinford later this 
year as part of a review carried out 
by parent company RWE. 

The decision to close the High Street 
base will hit the 284 employees there - 
many are thought to be relocated to 
other company centres in Oldbury and 
Worcester. 

However, company bosses told Dudley 
South MP Chris Kelly last month that 
there would be some redundancies, but it 
was still too early to say how many jobs 
would be lost. 

Last week, the company announced 
profits had risen from £313million in 
2011 to £390m in 2012, despite the loss of 
70,000 customers last year. 

Company spokesman Alex Madden 
said the consultation with staff over the 
office closure was continuing. 

In response to the news over profits, 
Mr Madden said: “This net profit follows 
a £2.5 billion investment in the UK’s 
infrastructure. 

Members 

“It represents a less than five per cent 
margin, significantly lower than other 
FTSE businesses.” 

Andrew Johnson, regional official for 
Unison, said he was continuing to talk to 
company bosses in the interests of its 
members. 

He said: “The talks are still ongoing 
and we are trying to get those employees 
who want to continue at the company 
transferred to either Worcester and 
Oldbury.” 

Following the company’s decision to 
close the office, both Chris Kelly and 
Dudley North MP Ian Austin said they 
would provide support and advice to 
those people affected. 

Today, Mr Kelly said: “This seems to 
be simply an exercise in cost cutting and 
although I welcome companies in my 
constituency performing well it leaves a 
sour taste when done at the expense of 
local Dudley South residents.”

Pensioner 
choked to 
death as 
he ate toast 

A PENSIONER who choked 
to death on toast served by a 
care worker should not have 
been given solid food, his 
family told an inquest. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain is to write to 
the agency employing the 
assistant, drawing its atten¬ 
tion to the importance of 
care plans. 

Derek Thomas’s daugh¬ 
ter, Dianne Palmer, said: 
“There should have been a 
care plan - it is poor quality 
of care that caused the death 
of him.” 

Mr Thomas, 73, a retired 
boiler tester, of Compton 
Grange, Cradley Heath, died 
after inhaling a “foreign 
body”. He had underlying 
health problems. 

Judith Andrews, who 
worked for Charter Care, 
told the inquest she made 
Mr Thomas toast and coffee. 
“He started to eat the toast 
and began to cough as it 
went down the wrong way,” 
she said. 

She said she was not 
aware that he was prone to 
choking and there was no 
care plan telling her he 
should not have solid food. 

Janice Poole, senior carer 
for Charter Care, said social 
services would have told 
them if he should not have 
solid food. Mr Balmain 
recorded a verdict that death 
was due to accidental 
choking but that instruc¬ 
tions as to his diet were not 
communicated to his carer.

£3k fraud 
on bogus 
packages 

A COUPLE tried to pocket 
£3,000 in compensation 
claims from Royal Mail for 
special deliveries they 
claimed had never arrived, a 
court heard. 

Parvinder and Baljit 
Nijjar claimed packages con¬ 
taining £500 cash and a 
£2,450 diamond ring had not 
reached their destinations 
after they had sent them. 

But it emerged that the 
couple had never sent the 
packages and were making 
the fraudulent claims to 
clear debts. 

The pair had access to doc¬ 
umentation needed to lodge 
a compensation claim 
because they worked at the 
post office in Stourbridge 
High Street, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court 
heard. 

But their con was discov¬ 
ered when it emerged that 
one of the packages was to be 
delivered just 400 yards 
from their Willenhall home. 

The couple, both aged 36, 
of Marshall Road, indicated 
a guilty plea to two counts of 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. 

Richard Quinn, defend¬ 
ing, said his clients had 
three young children and 
had no previous convictions. 
He added: “They acted out of 
desperation.” 

Magistrates said they 
were considering a commu¬ 
nity penalty. The pair will be 
sentenced on March 25. 

Rising cost 
of meals is 
defended 

A DUDLEY education chief 
has defended a decision to 
raise the price of school 
meals - saying parents in the 
borough still pay the lowest 
for them than anywhere else 
in the region. 

Dudley Council recently 
agreed to a 5p rise in the 
price of meals to £1.90 a day, 
or £9.50 a week. The 3.3 per 
cent inflation rise will cover 
the rising cost of food and 
fuel and will bring in an 
extra £125,000. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, said: “Serving good 
quality school meals at 
affordable prices is 
absolutely essential for our 
children. 

“This price rise of 5p a day 
is as low as we can afford. 
This takes the price of a meal 
to £1.90, still as low as any¬ 
where in the region.” 


Scheme to protect churches from yobs 


A NEW watch group aimed at tackling theft 
and vandalism at churches has been 
launched by police and trialled in Brierley 
Hill. 

The scheme sees police and church 
leaders share crime prevention advice to 
help make buildings less vulnerable. 

They also work with the community to 
encourage residents and passers-by to 
remain vigilant. 

The scheme has been welcomed by church 
leaders. Many churches across the Dudley 
borough have been targeted by raiders and 
yobs who have left congregations with costly 


repair bills. Among those who have signed 
up to the Church Watch scheme is St John 
the Evangelist Church in Brockmoor, Brier- 
ley Hill. 

The church, off High Street, was attacked 
by vandals who destroyed headstones and 
crosses in the 19th century churchyard. 

More than £14,000 damage was caused 
during the late-night attack in September. 

St John’s vicar, the Rev Steve Martin, said 
the church had been forced to close the 
burial ground to protect remaining graves. 

“It was mindless vandalism. St John’s is a 
community church so an attack on the 


churchyard is an attack on the community,” 
he said. 

“Church Watch is a very good idea - it’s 
similar to a Neighbourhood Watch scheme. 

“We are also setting up a youth project 
which the police are helping us with and this 
will mean the building is used more, which 
should help to reduce problems,” he added. 

Peso Neil Bunting, who set up Church 
Watch, said police would be monitoring the 
scheme to see if it “has a positive effect on 
reducing metal thefts, vandalism and 
general criminal damage in and around the 
church grounds.” 


He also encourged more churches to sign 
up to the project. 

“We aim to send regular updates on latest 
initiatives and crime prevention advice on 
personal safety, business security and home 
and vehicle security. 

“I will also be producing a quarterly 
Church Watch newsletter,” added Peso 
Bunting. 

Church leaders and members will also be 
invited to community meetings to discuss 
any issues they have with officers.

Car that puts drivers on 
the road at the age of 16 


SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLDS who are 
desperate to get behind the wheel 
of a car, now don’t need to wait for 
that extra year. 

Thanks to a firm which has a base in Brier- 
ley Hill, youngsters can get on the move 12 
months early. 

The Aixam Coupe S which is designed for 
16-year-olds has gone on sale at Merry Hill 
shopping centre at £10,359. And is likely to 
cost 16-year-olds about £1,700 in insurance. 

The Steve Smith Motor Company is one of 
only 10 dealers in the country selling the vehi¬ 
cles. Steve Smith, aged 48, said the car was 
limited to a speed of just under 30mph, had a 
400cc engine and could be driven by 16-year- 
olds as soon as they had a full moped licence. 

He said: “It’s a good and safe way for 16- 
year-olds to get on the road. My son, who is 16 
and has a scooter, won’t shut up about them. 

“He loved the styling and enjoyed driving 
it.” 

The two-seater car looks like a small 
version of a Mini but is classed as a light 
quadricycle, which gives an extra option to 
16-year-olds who were have been restricted to 
50cc mopeds. 

Confidence 

To qualify as a quadricycle, the French- 
made vehicle, which has two white stripes on 
the bonnet, had to weigh less than 350kg, 
have a power output not exceeding 4kw, and 
a maximum speed of 30mph. The Aixam has 
one forward gear, neutral and reverse. 

Mr Smith’s son Ethan said: “It’s a bit like 
driving a go-kart and, at 16, I’d rather have 
one of these than a moped.” 

Manager of the motor company’s Merry 
Hill branch Darren Winwood said: “We’ve 
already had a lot of interest from parents and 
even grandparents. 

“I think one of the most attractive things is 
the insurance. 

“Some 17 and 18-year-olds are paying 
between £3,000 and £6,000 in car insurance a 
year. What we can get with this one at the 
moment is about £1,700.” 

At Merry Hill, teenagers can test drive the 
car as long as they are accompanied by a 
parent. 

Before they buy the car, which Mr Smith is 
selling for £10,359, they need to do their 
theory and practical full AM moped test. 

The car was launched in November in 
Birmingham and there are already thousands 
on European roads.

WHEN mayoral attendant 
Mike Crannage stopped to cool 
down at a waterfall during a 
mammoth trek through the 
Costa Rican jungle he had no 
notion of the danger. 

As he set off back into the 
undegrowth, he was bitten by a 
venomous snake leaving him 
needing emergency treatment.

“I’m not sure how long it 
took but by the time I reached 
the meeting point I was feeling 
a bit rough and in the end I 
could only manage eight or nine 
paces before I had to stop and 
rest. I must have looked a right 
a mess. As soon as I got there I 


was asked what’s wrong and all 
I could say was ‘snake’,” said 
Mr Crannage, who works for 
Dudley Council. 

He was then taken in a 4x4 
on a bumpy, two-hour journey 
to a jungle clinic. 

“My blood pressure was 
through the roof, I had a heart 
rate of 180 and was suffering 
arterial fibrillation. 


“I was put on oxygen and 
attached to heart and blood 
pressure monitors,” he said. 

At the clinic, he was treated 
successfully and released. 
Despite the setback, Mr Cran¬ 
nage, who has worked for the 
council for 10 years, completed 
the rest of the 150-mile trek, 
which included a 1,000-metre 
climb to the top of a volcano.

£ 500,000 
scheme 
to spruce 
up homes 

A £500,000 scheme to spruce 
up homes in a Dudley street 
is getting under way as part 
of a project that will also see 
empty properties brought 
back into use. 

Council officials have 
linked with Jephson Homes 
Housing Association for the 
project to revamp homes in 
Stourbridge Road, Holly 
Hall. 

New windows and roof 
repairs are among the works 
planned for properties along 
the busy route between 
Dudley and Brierley Hill. 

Bosses said the focus of 
the project is the availability 
of quality affordable housing 
in Dudley for people in need 
of places to live. 

In total, 17 large houses, 
which had been converted 
into 47 bedsits and small 
flats in the early 1980s, are 
being redesigned. 

These will be modernised 
to meet needs of people in 
the area and turned into 
homes ranging from single 
bedroom flats to five- 
bedroom houses. 

It is hoped the work, 
which will be completed in a 
series of phases, will match 
future demand in the 
borough in coming years. 

Men stay 
at work 
for longer 

THE rising state pension 
age for women is prompting 
their husbands to work for 
longer. 

The Institute for Fiscal 
Studies looked at the impact 
that increasing women’s 
pension age has had over the 
last couple of years - and 
found that 8,300 more men 
were in work than there 
would otherwise have been. 

The IFS suggested that 
men’s changed behaviour 
could be due to husbands re¬ 
working their plans so that 
they could retire at the same 
time as their wife, or that 
men are having to delay 
their own retirement in 
order to make up their 
partner’s lost pension 
income with additional 
earnings. 

Researchers found there 
were 35,000 more men and 
women were still working as 
a direct result of the increase 
to the state pension age.

POLICE station closures, 
including Hagley, were the 
main topic as Worcester¬ 
shire’s police chief was 
grilled in a live webchat. 

David Shaw, Chief Con¬ 
stable of West Mercia, said 
changes would not happen 
“overnight” and they would 
get through “difficult” times 
battling budget cuts. 

He also tried to allay fears 
at a public meeting in 
Worcester. Hagley police 
station, together with 
Bewdley and Stourport, 
faces the axe under force 
plans. 

Police chiefs outlined the 
proposals as part of a raft of 
cost-cutting measures as it 
wrestles with £20 million in 
spending cuts. 

When quizzed by resident

Mr Lane, a former com¬ 
mittee member of Stour¬ 
bridge Golf Club and a keen 
follower of jazz music, was 
diagnosed with prostate 
cancer in 2007 and died at 
the town’s Mary Stevens 
Hospice on February 23. 

Grandfather 

The funeral was held on 
Monday at Stourbridge Cre¬ 
matorium. 

The Brewers shop was set 
up during the 19th century 
by Mrs Lane’s grandfather 
Albert Brewer - at a time 
when the store and a farm 
were the only buildings in 
Norton Road. 

Mrs Lane’s parents, 
Albert and Elsie, later ran 
Brewers as a general grocery 
and post office, which they 
kept going through the war 
years. 

“My parents wanted to 
sell the business to go on a 
cruise so my husband said he 
would take it over and I 
agreed - provided he didn’t 
want me to work in it,” said

Mrs Lane, aged 79. “But I 
ended up working there for 
40 years.” 

She met Mr Lane, who 
was brought up in Lye, when 
they both worked at the 
MEB in Stourbridge, he as a 
clerk and she as a typist. At 
first they lived with his 
parents in Orchard Lane, 
Lye, and they took over the 
shop when they were expect¬ 
ing their first child, Stephen, 
now 53. They went on to 
have another son, Richard, 
aged 51. 

Mrs Lane said: “We had a 
tremendous time at the shop 
in the 1960s and 70s - there 
used to be queues down the 
road when Den sold kidney 
beans for a penny or cauli¬ 
flowers at a good price. 

“Den went into the fish 
business through a close 
friend - but it ran in the 
family because his grand¬ 
parents were fishmongers in 
Cradley Heath. 

“His fish used to end up all 
over the place, including on 
Russian cruise ships.”

Former Dudley singer Beryl Bate 
talks to ANDREW TURTON 

about her memories of her 
career and joining the fight to 
save the Hippodrome 

AN adoring hometown audi¬ 
ence cheering her from the 
rafters as she took to the stage 
of Dudley Hippodrome still lives 
in the memory. 

Now singing star Beryl Bate wants 
other up-and-coming performers to 
experience life on the stage at the old 
theatre which is under threat of demo¬ 
lition. 

Mrs Bate, who starred in a successful 
stage show at the theatre in the 1950s, 
has joined the voices of other cam¬ 
paigners trying to reopen the Hippo¬ 
drome for future generations. 

The pensioner from Pensnett trod 
the same boards graced by legendary 
names in showbiz including Bob Hope, 
Laurel & Hardy and George Formby. 

Wonderful 

“It was truly wonderful to appear on 
stage at the Hippodrome as I was so 
proud. The troupe I performed with 
were amazed by the brilliant atmos¬ 
phere,” said Mrs Bate, who has two 
children Dale and Deena. 

She was born and raised in Pensnett 
and as a teenager found, while per¬ 
forming in pubs and clubs, she could 
sing like 1950s American jazz singer 
Kay Starr. 

An agent told her about an advert in 
the New Musical Express looking for 
singers who could impersonate stars of 
the day. 

She attended the audition in the 
Windmill Rehearsal Rooms in Pic¬ 
cadilly, in London, in 1957. 

“When we attended it was like the X 
Factor of today,” she said. 

“There were 100s of young people 


from all parts of the country who had 
come along for it,” she said. 

The impresario, a Mr C. Bucking¬ 
ham, invited her to join and soon 
‘Beryl Bate as Kay Starr’ appeared in 
programmes and on billboards. 

She joined the touring show Disc 
Doubles in 1958. 

Success soon followed for the show 
and it was picked up by leading 
theatre owner and promotion 
company Moss Empires. 

This led to shows at increasingly 
more impressive theatres - including 


a week-long run at the Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome. 

“It was wonderful going to Dudley 
with the other performers to be seen 
by friends and family who could come 
to see the show,” she said. 

“I felt so proud to think I was per¬ 
forming in my hometown and it was 
exciting to be at the Hippodrome. 

“Dudley Hippodrome was art deco 
and it was like no other theatre we 
had been to before because it was 
modern and the dressing rooms were 
tremendous,” she added. 


Her husband John, who worked at 
Round Oak Steelworks, rallied friends 
and family to come and see the show 
during its run. 

The King’s Head pub in Pensnett, 
also booked two coaches for friends to 
come and see the show while it was at 
the Hippodrome. 

She would sing three songs and also 
take part in a group performance to 
open the show. 

Other stars which were imperson¬ 
ated included Nat King Cole, Elvis and 
Louis Armstrong. 

To while away the hours between 
evening performances, the cast were 
given complimentary passes to go 
around Dudley Zoo and Castle. 

Homesick 

But after months on the road, Mrs 
Bate was growing increasingly home¬ 
sick and longed for life back in Dudley. 

“I always had a comfortable home 
life and missed my family, friends and 
husband in our new house,” she said. 

She was eventually released from 
her contract - and was replaced by a 
singer impersonating 1950s Belfast- 
born songstress Ruby Murray. 

“It was a wonderful experience and 
I can still smell the greasepaint but I 
made the decision to stop and it was 
the best decision I have ever made and 
I never regretted it,” said Mrs Bate 
who still starred in cabaret shows 
afterwards. 

“Even now I get people coming up to 
me saying about the show and saying 
‘you sung like Kay Starr’ which is 
nice.” 

Mrs Bate, who carried on singing, is 
backing the campaign to save the 
theatre. 

“It would be nice for the Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome to open again so that others 
could perform in their hometown,” 
she added.

Prosecutor Joanne Parker 
told the court that experts esti¬ 
mated that the defendant would 
have been driving at about 
43mph along the 30mph route 
when his car crashed. 

She said that if Worrall had 
been awake and alert, he would 


have had 12 seconds to stop his 
car before impact. 

In the smash, at about 5am on 
February 27 last year, the 56- 
year-old victim, of Abberley 
Road, Lower Gornal, was 
thrown from his car, the court 
heard. 

After his arrest Worrall told 
police he was not sure what had 
happened. He said he had not 
been sleeping well. 

Worrall, of Withern Way, 
Lower Gornal, admitted causing 


death by dangerous driving. 

Defending, Roy Paterson said 
Worrall, a former building 
worker, had expressed “deep and 
genuine remorse”. 

He added: “He wishes the 
clock could be turned back.” 

Jailing Worrall, Judge Dudley 
told him: “On three occasions 
during the course of that night 
you made the conscious decision 
to drive your car. 

“I find that frankly incredi¬ 
ble.”

Glass expert retires 



Glass expert - Roger Dodsworth 


ONE of Britain’s leading experts on the 
glass industry has left his post at a 
Kingswinford museum after 35 years. 

Roger Dodsworth has retired as keeper of 
glass and fine art at Broadfield House Glass 
Museum. 

One of the founding fathers of the 
museum, Mr Dodsworth has written books 
on the West Midlands glass industry and 
has given many lectures in Britain and the 
US. 

“I have been involved with the glass 
industry for a huge amount of my life, and 
in this area it is a great industry,” said 60- 
year-old Mr Dodsworth. 

He worked in the decorative arts depart¬ 
ment at the City Arts Gallery in his native 
Manchester. That fuelled his passion for 
glass, and when at 25 he heard there was a 
job in Dudley it was a dream come true - to

be involved in the setting up of Britain’s 
only publicly-owned glass museum. 

Mr Dodsworth joined Dudley Museum, 
with the brief of settingup the now interna- 
tionally-renowned glass museum at Broad¬ 
field House, which opened in 1980. One 
highlight was securing the purchase of a 
unique 19th century Stourbridge glass 
vase, which was discovered during the 
filming of Antiques Roadshow. 

The owner, who lived in Norwich, was 
unaware of its significance. Mr Dodsworth 
says he intends to take a break, but to con¬ 
tinue promoting the region’s glass industry 
in some form. 

He said: “I feel very proud in the role I 
have taken at Broadfield House, and I’m 
sure that whoever takes my place will con¬ 
tinue with the work I have done.”

Police check vans in new 
move against metal theft 


A POLICE crackdown on vans 
weighed down with metal 
took place in the Black 
Country. 

Officers stopped 25 vans to make sure 
they were operating within the law, 
and police visited 20 scrapyards includ¬ 
ing some in the Dudley area. 

The vans were stopped just off 
Bilston Road in Wolverhampton. Five 
drivers were issued with orders to 
undertake urgent repairs, one was 
given a fine and six were handed 


warning notices. Two vans were seized 
for no insurance. 

In addition to the stop checks, offi¬ 
cers also visited 20 scrap metal yards as 
part of the battle against metal theft. 

None was found to have been break¬ 
ing new laws which prevent yards from 
trading scrap for cash and which 
require sellers to produce photo ID. 

Sergeant Rebecca Barnsley, of 
Bilston police station, organised the 
operation last week. 

She said: “We are determined to 
make it as difficult as possible for 


thieves to get rid of stolen metal. We 
regularly monitor yards across the 
West Midlands.” 

A regional metal theft taskforce was 
launched in summer 2012 to tackle the 
crime. 

Along with West Midlands Police’s 
Operation Steel and the national Oper¬ 
ation Tornado, it has seen the number 
of metal thefts cut by more than half in 
2012. 

Thieves have targeted homes, 
churches, schools, hospitals, transport 
links and war memorials.

Arson-attack school is 
rising from the ashes 


TWO years ago it was ravaged 
by arsonists - but now a huge 
new building is rising from the 
ashes of one of the worst 
school fires in recent years. 

Wilkinson Primary was all but 
destroyed in October 2010, but work 
is gathering pace on the new site. 

An £8.2 million project to build a 
school began two years on. The site 
has now been cleared and founda¬ 
tions are being laid ready for the new 
structure to take shape. 

A timber frame is being erected 
and the new school is expected to be 
finished by the end of November. 


The whole of the first floor frame 
has been completed and the rest of 
the structure is expected to take 
about seven weeks. Then windows 
and doors will be fitted before the 
walls are coated and insulated. 

Webcam 

Timber has been chosen for the 
frame as it will help keep heat in, 
because the school will be the latest 
to be built to Passivhaus standards, 
which reduces the amount of energy 
and heating needed through the 
design of the building. 

Headteacher Tina Gibbon said: 
“It is all happening really quickly 


now. There was a long period of time 
where the work was being done 
underground and it didn’t look like 
much was happening, but it is 
getting very exciting now. It actually 
looks like a building now and you can 
actually see the rooms.” 

Children are watching the 
builders’ progress on a webcam and 
they are taking regular photos. The 
charred remains of the school were 
demolished in October 2010. 

The school’s 357 pupils have been 
using 16 mobile buildings on the site 
since the blaze. The culprits were 
never caught. 


Parking plan 
for disabled 
is scrapped 

PLANS to scrap on-street parking 
for disabled people in Wolver¬ 
hampton have been dropped amid 
concern that it would be difficult 
for them to get into the city centre. 

Wolverhampton City Council 
had been looking to remove dis¬ 
abled spaces on a number of streets 
with disabled drivers instead 
offered free parking on off-street 
council-run car parks as part of a 
£5 million overhaul of the centre. 

However, the authority has 
changed its mind after consulting 
the public. 

The overall scheme would see 
one-way systems, pavements 
widened and streets pedestri¬ 
anised.

Business output on 
the rise, says survey 

BUSINESS output improved in most of the nine English 
regions last month, including the West Midlands, amid an 
upturn in new work orders, a survey has revealed.

New watch scheme aims 
to ait crime on churches 


A NEW anti-crime watch group 
aimed at tackling theft and van¬ 
dalism at churches has been 
launched. 

The scheme, set up by police, sees them and 
church leaders in Dudley sharing crime pre¬ 
vention advice to help make buildings less vul¬ 
nerable. 

They also work with the community to 
encourage residents and passers-by to remain 
vigilant. The scheme which has been trialled 
in Brierley Hill has been welcomed by church 
leaders.

St John’s vicar, the Rev Steve Martin, said 
the church had been forced to close the burial 
ground to protect remaining graves. 

“It was mindless vandalism. St John’s is a 
community church so an attack on the church¬ 
yard is an attack on the community. 

“Church Watch is a very good idea. We are 
also settingup a youth project which the police 
are helping us with,” he added.

Breweries 
cheered as 
drinkers opt 
for real ale 


INDEPENDENT breweries saw a boom in beer 
sales of 6.8 per cent last year as more people 
turn to real ale. 

Brewers sold more than 1.4 million barrels and increased 
workforces by 25 per cent to nearly 5,000 across the region 
in 2012. Their success came despite larger breweries cutting 
numbers. The figures are from the Society of Independent 
Brewers (Siba) in its 11th annual Local Beer Report. 


Chief executive Julian 
Grocock said: “Local 

brewing is increasing pro¬ 
duction and market share, 
welcoming new producers, 
generating significant 
employment, investing for a 
sustainable future.” 

Mr Grocock said Siba 
brewers reinvested 23 per 
cent of their turnover in 
2012, demonstrating real 
confidence in their busi¬ 
nesses. 

Capacity 

Siba member Kinver 
Brewery moved to larger 
premises last year because of 
growing demand. 

Co-owner Dave Kelly said: 
“We were selling all the beer 
we could make and needed 
to move to increase capacity 
We can now produce an 
average of 60 firkins a 
week.”

Farm, Rocky Wall, won the 
Campaign for Real Ale’s 
West Midlands beer of the 
year title in 2012 for its 7.6 
per cent Over the Edge. 

Mr Kelly said Kinver, 
which started eight years 
ago, might take on extra 
staff if growth continued. 

Chris Sadler, managing 
director of Sadler’s Ales, 
Lye, said the brewery, which 
was launched nine years 
ago, had had strong growth 
and was now producing 
3,000 barrels a year. 

He said: “We took on an 
extra member of staff last 
year and we are opening a 
new pub in Worcester. 

“We have also started 
selling our bottled beers 
through Tesco. 

“In the next couple of 
years we are looking to build 
a bigger brewery”

This combined with one 
of the most comical slow 
motion swordfights I have 
ever seen, made it a bit 
painful to watch at times. 

However, the plot was 
good with plenty of twists 
and the cast were all excel¬ 
lent each giving a sterling 
performance, particularly 
Gareth Thomas (Cadfael) 
who bought the role, 
played so well by Derek 
Jacobi on T\( to life on 
stage. 

For those that love the 
original program this will 
be a welcome return, but 
for those who are less 
familiar with the series 
may struggle with the slow 
plot line.

Ihich novel has been filmed

director in 1938, and once by 
a legendary studio in 1979? 

If all those film buffs out there are 
saying The Lady Vanishes, they’d be 
wrong - the original story was entitled 
The Wheel Spins. It was written by 
Ethel Una White and first published in 
1936. 

It’s almost 70 years since Ms White 
passed away, and in the decades 
since, Ms White and her works 
have largely been forgotten, despite 
the fact that in her day, she was once 
one of the most revered crime writers 
around. 

Out of the many books she penned, 
The Wheel Spins has had the most 
mileage thanks to its movie 
adaptations. 

The plot focuses on Iris, a carefree 
girl whose world comes crashing 
down around her when the middle- 
aged Miss Froy, with whom she has 
been spending time while travelling 
through 1930s Eastern Europe by 
train, suddenly disappears - and her 
fellow passengers deny she ever 
existed. 


Only one person believes her, 
dashing English traveller Max. They 
work together to find Miss Froy, 
uncovering a dastardly plan in the 
process... 

Kate Harwood, controller, series and 
serials, BBC Drama, seems 
particularly thrilled with the way the 
project has panned out: “Fiona Seres’s 
adaptation of The Wheel Spins deftly 
weaves together the intriguing stories 
of a psychologically complex group of 
characters - with the mysterious 
disappearance of Miss Froy on a 
packed train - played out against the 
tense backdrop of the Balkans in the 
1930s.” 

It was Alfred Hitchcock who 
first spotted the book’s cinematic 
potential. He turned it into what is now 
regarded as a classic; it also helped 
turn its leading cast members, 
Margaret Lockwood and Michael 
Redgrave (in his screen debut) into 
major stars. 

But for Hitch, it had an even bigger 
impact - the fact the movie became 
the most successful British venture up 
to that point gave him a calling card to 
Hollywood; two years later, after 
negotiating a lucrative Stateside deal, 


he released his first Tinseltown 
project, Rebecca, and never looked 
back. 

Sadly, the 1979 remake from a then 
failing Hammer Films didn’t do quite 
so well. In fact, it’s fair to say it was a 
massive flop; even the presence of 
US actors Elliot Gould and Cybill 
Shepherd couldn’t save it. Afterwards, 
Hammer stopped making movies for 
almost 30 years. 

So, will the BBC’s new take on the 
story follow in the footsteps of 
Hitchcock, or its disastrous remake? 
Hopefully the former rather than the 
latter - the pedigree is certainly 
impressive. 

Filming took place in Budapest last 
year, and the feature-length thriller 
had originally been expected to 
appear on our screens at Christmas. 
However, the Beeb has tantalised us 
by making us wait a wee bit longer. 

Rising stars Tuppence Middleton 
and Tom Hughes play Iris and Max, 
while Keeley Hawes, Gemma Jones, 
Julian Rhind-Tutt and Selina Cadell 
also star. Fans of Borgen should 
watch out for Benedikte Hansen, who 
also appears.

Italian job going for bigger picture 


FIAT hopes its latest car will make the 
runaway success of its cheeky little 500 
bigger still - literally. 

Obviously a business that knows when it’s got a (small) 
monster hit on its hands, the Italian car maker has decided 
to go large with a tribute model. 

Called the 500L it shares nothing with its smaller sibling 
except an obvious, and wholly deliberate likeness around 
the front. And the crucial 500 name, of course. 

But instead of the little 500’s charmingly modest dimen¬ 
sions, the 500L arrives as a junior MPy replacing the 
smaller car’s knee-banging rear seats with room for strap¬ 
ping adults in the back, and a boot that explodes from bou¬ 
tique friendly to a supermarket shop natural.

If Fiat was worried buyers might see the Serbian-built 
500L as little more than a five-door version of the car it pays 
homage to, a first glance will put them right. It actually 
looks quite big, sitting under a watery early spring sky. 

Nearly as big, say, as a Ford Focus and bigger than an 
obvious new competitor, the Ford B-Max, complete with tall 
body and sliding rear doors. 

The 500L comes in three grades; Popstar, Easy and 
Lounge, with prices from £14,990 to £18,890. There are four 
engine choices; petrol units with 875ccs and 1.4 litres and a 
couple of diesels, 1.3 and 1.6 litres. 

Easy and Popstar models cost the same, with different 
trim treatments to tell them apart. The Easy (and dearer 
Lounge models) have fabric or suede dashboard finishes, 
which leaves both looking drab, especially when you add in 
the acres of black inside their surprisingly spacious cabins. 

The Pop Star brings a touch of Latin liveliness to its inte¬ 
rior with dash panels in the same paint colour as the outside 
of the car. Very chic it looks, too. 

Every 500L has cruise control, air conditioning, five-inch 
touchscreen radio and (thank goodness) a spare wheel. The 
Popstar has alloy wheels, ditched on the same price Easy, 
which includes rear electric windows and rear parking 
sensors instead. 

The top Lounge model comes as standard with a huge 
glass sunroof, auto climate control and auto wipers and 
lights. 

As standard the Fiat 500L comes with six airbags (front, 
side and window), three-point safety belts on all five seats 


and double pretensioners and load limiters at the front. The 
steering column is designed to collapse in a heavy frontal 
impact. This is to protect the driver and prevent the steer¬ 
ing wheel being pushed upwards. 

Fiat is now providing its small cars with a City Brake 
Control system designed to reduce the effects of low-speed 
collision in traffic. By sending out laser impulses and regis¬ 
tering how quickly they’re reflected, City Brake Control can 
detect remotely how far the car is from other obstacles. 

Depending on variables such as weather conditions, road 
surface and tyre condition, a crash can either be avoided or 
the consequences minimised. It operates at speeds between 
three and 19mph so it won’t cut in during parking manoeu¬ 
vres or at speed when it could create a dangerous situation. 

The Fiat 500L also has front headlights that feature 
daytime running lights and it has front foglights with a self- 
adaptive cornering function (standard on the 500L 
Lounge). These illuminate on the side the car is turning 
towards to light up the verges as well as giving other drivers 
added warning of the 500L’s actual direction of travel. 

Espresso 

The long options list includes lumbar adjustment for the 
driver and a DAB and Bluetooth package, costing £100 each 
and which ought to be standard on the Lounge, at least. 
Coming later is a yet unpriced option of an on-board 
espresso coffee machine in the dashboard. No, I’m not 
making that last bit up. 

The Fiat 500L will become the first standard production 
car in the world to offer a proper espresso coffee machine 
fully integrated into the dashboard. In collaboration with 
Lavazza, Fiat has devised a unique deck that allows the 
coffee maker to be fitted into the passenger compartment. 
It then uses Lavazza’s A Modo Mio capsules to make 
authentic Italian espresso coffee. Owners who plump for

this option will also be able to choose a selection of acces¬ 
sories to complement it including spoon, capsule and sugar 
holders. Does the rest of the car feel like a dash of Italy? 
After a drive in the top Lounge diesel, the answer is ‘not 
really’. The 500L is rather too big and serious to carry the 
genes of a smaller and more vivacious stablemate. 

Instead, you get a car that majors on space and sensibility. 
The diesel keeps its growly nature well under control and 
provides plenty of performance in the higher gears that are 
a good diesel’s happy hunting ground. The test car’s 
morning’s work returned 48mpg on the hard to read trip 
computer; not a bad result, if a long way below the official 
figure. 

It’s not a car for the back road grand prix, preferring a 
more relaxed life where its generally comfy ride will be 
appreciated as everyone on board marvels at just how big 
the little 500 has become.
